Merchants 
rally  to 
slow  down 
plan  to 
transform 
Geary

Geary  Boulevard  merchants 
held  several  meetings  in  October 
with  city  officials  to  address  what 
they  perceive  as  a  “rogue”  trans¬ 
portation  subcommittee  trying  to 
undercut  their  livelihoods. 

At  the  heart  of  the  issue  is  a 
plan  being  promoted  by  the  SF 
Transportation  Authority  (TA),  in 
concert  wit  the  Geary  Citizen’s 
Advisory  Committee  (GCAC) 
and  other  city  agencies,  to  imple¬ 
ment  a  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT) 
plan  on  Geary  that  merchants  say 
could  be  detrimental  to  their  eco¬ 
nomic  well-being. 

In  order  to  implement  a  bus 
system  that  has  dedicated  traffic 
lanes  and  passenger  loading  plat¬ 
forms  in  the  center  of  Geary 
Boulevard,  traffic  lanes  may  be 
eliminated,  left-hand  turns  would 
be  restricted  or  banned,  and  an 
unknown  number  of  parking 
spaces  serving  local  merchants 
would  be  lost. 

David  Heller,  president  of  the 
Greater  Geary  Boulevard 
Merchants  and  Property  Owners 
Association,  joined  other  con¬ 
cerned  merchants  and  presented 
their  qualms  Oct.  27  to  SF  Mayor 
Gavin  Newsom.  The  mayor  re¬ 
portedly  told  the  merchants  that 
their  concerns  would  be  ad¬ 
dressed  before  any  action  was 
taken. 

Later  that  day,  about  50  mer¬ 
chants  were  briefed  about  the 
current  situation  and  aired  out 
their  concerns  with  SF 
Supervisor  Fiona  Ma  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  at  Gaspare’s  Italian 
Restaurant.  Numerous  communi¬ 
ty  leaders  were  present  at  the 
meeting,  including  several  candi¬ 
dates  for  treasurer,  Francisco 
Hsieh,  Ed  Jew,  Joseph  Blue  and 
political  consultant  Jack  Davis: 

Ma  was  miffed  that  a  commit¬ 
tee  operating  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Transportation 
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by  Dmitry  Kiper 

Prior  to  the  Oct.  15  grand 
opening  of  the  M.H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum,  Richmond 
District  residents  had  more  than 
art  on  their  mind  -  there  was  also 
the  issue  of  traffic. 

The  $55  million  parking 
garage,  at  half-capacity  with  400 
spaces,  opened  on  the  morning  of 
Saturday,  Oct.  15  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  museum’s  grand-open¬ 
ing  crowds. 

The  only  open  entrance  and 
exit  to  the  garage,  which  had 
opened  to  the  public  just  days 
earlier,  was  at  the  intersection  of 
Fulton  Street  and  10th  Avenue, 
which  led"  some  to  forecast 
bumper-to-bumper  traffic,  espe¬ 
cially  on  10th  Avenue. 

But  no  such  thing  happened. 
The  traffic  flow  was  well  planned 
out  for  all  four  comers  of  the  in¬ 
tersection. 

Entering  the  garage  from  10th 
Avenue  was  not  an  option. 
Throughout  the  afternoon,  10th 
Avenue,  between  Cabrillo  and 
Fulton  streets,  was  closed  to  all 
vehicular  traffic,  except  to  resi¬ 
dents. 

According  to  Mike  Ellzey,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Concourse  Authority, 
such  a  closure  will  take  place 
only  during  special  events. 
Ellzey  could  not  comment  on 
how  often  that  will  be. 

“It’s  going  to  be  an  ongoing 
day-to-day  management  effort,” 
he  said. 

“We  probably  won’t  experi¬ 
ence  any  such  special  event  of 
that  magnitude,”  said  Ellzey,  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  grand  opening, 
which  is  estimated  to  have  drawn 


50,000  people  over  the  weekend. 

Pedestrians  and  drivers  alike 
probably  noticed  several  new 
signs  on  the  intersection  of  the 
garage  entrance.  Vehicles  exiting 
the  garage  can  either  make  a  left 
or  a  right  onto  Fulton  Street,  but 
are  not  allowed  to  enter  10th 
Avenue.

Cala  Foods,  located  at  4041 
Geary  Blvd.  between  Fourth  and 
Fifth  avenues,  will  be  closing  its 
doors  after  more  than  20  years  of 
service  to  the  neighborhood.

Eastbound  traffic  on 
Fulton  can  simply  make  a  right 
turn  into  the  garage  but  left  turns 
onto  10th  Avenue  are  no  longer 
allowed.  Since  residents  will  also 
not  be  allowed  to  make  a  left  turn 
onto  Fulton  Street,  the  effective¬ 
ness  of  the  new  sign  is  being 


next  year. 

“We’re  not  sure  when  we  will 
close,  who  will  move  in,  if  we 
will  be  transferred  to  other  Cala 
Foods  in  the  City,  or  if  we  will 
have  to  file  for  unemployment,” 
said  7-year  employee  Sherman 
Huey.  “There  are  many  rumors 
right  now.” 

Another  employee,  who 
wished  to  remain  anonymous, 
mentioned  he  is  about  to  retire 
but  is  concerned  about  the 
younger  employees. 

“I  am  not  sure  what  they  will

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Old  adobe  house  discovered  at 
El  Polin  Springs  in  Presidio

Another  issue  has  been  added 
to  a  long-standing  plan  by  the 
National  Park  Service  to  develop 
and  restore  the  Tennessee  Hollow 
Watershed.  Research  is  being 
conducted  to  enhance  a  presenta¬ 
tion  of  early  Presidio  inhabitants 
through  the  excavations  of  early 
structures  that  have  been  discov¬ 
ered  at  El  Polin  Springs  at 
Tennessee  Hollow. 

The  archeologists’  interpreta¬ 
tion  “will  work  well  with  the  nat¬ 
ural  resource  plan.  We  do  not  see 
any  conflict  between  the  two,” 
said  Dana  Polk,  government  and 
media  relations  representative  for 
the  Presidio  Trust,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  responsible  for  managing  the 
national  park. 

Archeological  research  has 
uncovered  the  foundation  of  an 
adobe  house,  and  a  refuse  de¬ 
positing  area  at  El  Polin  Springs 
built  during  the  Spanish-colo¬ 
nial/Mexican  period  (1776- 
1847).  Also  discovered  is  a  histo¬ 
ry  of  changing  land- forms  in  the 
area. 

The  discoveries  were  detailed 
in  the  Tennessee  Hollow 
Watershed  Archaeology  Project 
2004-2005  annual  progress  re¬ 
port,  titled  “Excavations  at  El 
Polin  Springs.” 

“Archeological  remains  from 
previous  periods  are  still  intact,” 
said  Barbara  Voss,  professor  of 
cultural  and  social  anthropology 
at  Stanford  University,  the  princi¬ 
pal  researcher  on  the  project. 

Voss’  research  project,  which 
is  in  conjunction  with  Presidio 
Trust  and  the  National  Park 
Service,  should  provide  baseline 
data  for  a  planning  process  which 
hopes  to  understand  how  the  in¬ 
teraction  between  water  and  set¬ 
tlement  impacted  the  area. 

“There  were  pretty  interesting 
tentative  finding  of  how  people 
and  water  interact,”  said  Voss. 


Liz  Clevenger,  archaeological 
collection  specialist  for  the  ar¬ 
chaeological  project,  which  is  in 
the  third  year  of  an  eight  year 
plan,  said  200,000  artifacts  had 
been  found  at  The  El  Polin 
Springs  site,  which  was  original¬ 
ly  a  marsh. 

During  the  Spanish  and 
Mexican  periods,  the  area  which 
is  now  the  Presidio,  was  also 
used  for  livestock  grazing  and 
farming. 

El  Polin  Springs  is  believed  to 
have  been  the  home  of  Marcos 
Briones  and  his  three  adult 
daughters,  Juana,  Maria  de  la 
Luz  and  Guadalupe.  The  women, 
who  were  of  Afro-Latino  her¬ 
itage,  played  a  role  in  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  San  Francisco. 

Juana  Briones  is  currently  rec¬ 
ognized  to  have  been  an  astute 
businesswoman,  landowner  and 
healer  who  “challenged  the  gen¬ 
der  conventions  of  her  time.” 
Briones,  a  land  owner,  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  first  woman  to 
get  divorced  in  the  City  and  she 
is  also  believed  to  have  learned 
some  natural  healing  remedies 
from  the  Native  Americans  who 
once  lived  in  the  area  and  used 
herbs  that  once  grew  at  the 
Presidio. 

This  multi-cultural  history  is 
being  revealed  by  the  archaeo¬ 
logical  findings.  San  Francisco 
was  first  settled  by  the  Spanish 
and  later  the  Mexicans.  When  the 
Americans  won  possession  of  the 
area,  it  was  drastically  changed 
as  a  result  of  the  Gold  Rush.  The 
Native  Americans  were  decimat¬ 
ed  in  the  process,  many  from  dis¬ 
eases  they  had  no  immunity 
from. 

In  the  early  1850s,  the  Briones 
were  evicted  from  the  Presidio 
by  the  U.S.  Army. 

“One  of  the  things  to  recog¬ 
nize  is  that  San  Francisco’s  mul¬ 
ti-cultural  history  has  its  roots  at 
places  like  Tennessee  Hollow.  It 


is  really  vital  that  cultural  diver¬ 
sity  be  recognized  as  environ¬ 
mental  diversity,”  Voss  said. 

The  research  has  also  uncov¬ 
ered  some  of  the  history  of  the 
area’s  alterations.  The  Presidio 
once  contained  a  variety  of  habi¬ 
tats  and  was  forested  to  provide 
wind  breaks. 

“We  have  been  able  to  discov¬ 
er  traces  of  the  process  of  the  al¬ 
teration  of  the  landscape.  The 
processes  and  stages  in  this  alter¬ 
ation  is  now  more  like  a  movie 
instead  of  snap  shots,”  Voss  said. 

Voss  will  not  have  the  final 
word  on  the  development  of  the 
interpretive  plans  at  the 
Tennessee  Hollow  Watershed,  a 
process  that  will  include  public 
meetings. 

Alison  Stone,  senior  environ¬ 
mental  planner  for  the  Presidio 
Trust,  said  the  archaeological 
discoveries  will  work  well  with 
the  future  interpretive  plans  for 
the  site. 

“It  allows  us  to  understand 
what  the  site  looked  like  200 
years  ago,”  said  Stone,  who  is 
fascinated  by  how  the  history  of 
water  has  impacted  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  area.  She  envisions 
that  visitors  to  the  Presidio  may 
one  day  be  able  to  walk  the 
whole  length  of  the  watershed 

Most  watersheds  are  usually 
millions  of  acres,  but  the  water¬ 
shed  at  the  Presidio  is  only  270 
acres,  much  of  which  is  currently 
underground. 

El  Polin  Springs,  with  nearby 
structures  predating  the 
American  colonizers,  was  the 
heart  of  the  Presidio  watershed. 
The  enacting  of  a  restoration  plan 
may  take  decades. 

Stone  believes  that  the  water 
source  El  Polin  Springs  may 
have  been  where  San  Francisco 
“began.”  Wildlife  was  also  at¬ 
tracted  to  El  Polin  Springs, 
which  has  the  highest  diversity  of 
bird  life  in  the  Presidio.

Get  ready  for  a  disaster 


On  Oct.  18,  Erica  Arteseros 
from  the  SF  Fire  Department’s 
Neighborhood  Emergency 
Response  Team  (NERT)  visited 
the  Richmond  District 
Community/Police  Forum.  She 
spoke  about  the  importance  of 
being  prepared  to  manage  a  crisis 
in  the  event  of  an  earthquake  or 
other  natural  disaster.  Nothing 
has  illustrated  this  point  more 
than  the  recent  catastrophes  in 
the  South,  including  Hurricane 
Katrina. 

The  NERT  program  is  offer¬ 
ing  free  training  and  education 
classes  on  Earthquake,  Disaster 
and  Terrorism  Preparedness  be¬ 
ginning  in  January  2006.  The 
training  sessions  will  take  place 
in  the  Richmond  District  at  St. 
Anne’s  Home,  located  at  300 
Lake  St.  There  are  six  sessions  in 
all  that  begin  at  6:30  p.m.  and  are 
scheduled  to  run  until  9:30  p.m.

2)  Basic  Disaster  Skills; 
Utilities  Shut-Off;  Damage 
Assessment  (Jan.  11,2006); 

3)  Disaster  Medicine  (Jan.  18, 
2006); 

4)  Light  Search  and  Rescue 
(Jan.  25,  2006); 

5)  Team  Organization  and 
Management;  Terrorism  and 
NERT  (Feb.  1,  2006);  and 

6)  Hands-on  Training;  Skills 
Development  and  Application 
(Feb.  8,  2006). 

This  is  a  worthwhile  invest¬ 
ment  of  your  time.  By  having  a 
plan  and  provisions  in  place  (and 
reviewing  them  frequently)  for 
you  and  your  family  you  can 
help  reduce  stress  and  confusion 
in  the  event  of  an  emergency  and 
temporary  loss  of  communica¬ 
tion.

Additionally,  the  SFPD  has 
recently  issued  a  department  bul¬ 


letin  urging  its  members  to  pre¬ 
pare  themselves  and  their  fami¬ 
lies  for  just  such  disasters.  The 
bulletin  has  outlined  some  very 
useful  guidelines  that  apply  to 
everyone  thinking  about  disaster 
preparedness.  Some  of  the  sug¬ 
gestions  are: 

•  Be  prepared  to  be  without 
assistance  for  at  least  one  week. 
Make  copies  of  important  docu¬ 
ments  (birth  certificates,  deeds, 
titles,  wills,  etc.)  and  secure  them 
away  from  your  primary  resi¬ 
dence.  If  you  have  a  relative  that 
resides  in  another  state,  consider 
sending  them  a  copy; 

•  Inventoty  your  valuables 
with  photographs.  This  will  aid 
you  in  the  event  you  have  to  file 
an  insurance  claim; 

•  Designate  an  out-of-state 
emergency  contact  person.  This 
person  can  assist  you  in  keeping 
your  friends  and  family  apprised 
of  your  well-being; 

•  Plan  where  you  and  your 
family  members  will  meet  when 
conditions  make  that  possible; 

•  Educate  everyone  in  your 
family/household  as  to  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  all  shut-off  valves  (water, 
gas,  electrical  main,  etc.). 
Demonstrate  the  proper  method 
for  shutting  off  these  valves  and 
ensure  that  necessary  wrenches 
and  other  tools  are  readily  acces¬ 
sible; 

•  Have  a  plan  to  care  for  the 
pets  in  the  household; 

•  Make  sure  the  smoke  detec¬ 
tors  in  your  house  are  working 
properly  by  testing  them  periodi¬ 
cally.  Ensure  that  fire  extinguish¬ 
ers,  strategically  placed  through¬ 
out  the  house  (kitchen,  garage, 
basement,  etc.)  are  properly 
charged; 

•  Be  sure  to  know  your  child’s 
school/day  care  emergency  plan; 
and 

•  Put  together  an  emergency 
supplies  kit.  Each  member  of 
your  family  should  prepare  his  or 
her  own  personal  emergency  sup¬ 
plies  kit  as  needs  (medical/phar¬ 
maceutical,  dietary,  clothing, 
etc.)  vary  for  individual  members 
of  a  household.

•  Toilet  paper,  towelettes; 

•  Garbage  bags; 

•  Waterless  antiseptic  hand 
soap; 

•  Gloves  (heavy-duty,  rubber); 

•  Writing  implements; 

•  Emergency  contact  numbers; 
and 

•  Games,  puzzles,  toys,  etc. 
for  children; 

There  is  no  better  time  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  a  disaster  or  other  emer¬ 
gency  than  the  present.  Don’t .

The  im¬ 
ages  we  all  recently  saw  in  the 
news  revealed  the  pandemonium 
that  prevails  when  people  are  un¬ 
prepared  for  a  disaster.

Youth  shakin'  up  City  Hall 


When  asked,  “To  what  extent  are  you 
involved  in  your  community?”  a  majority 
of  the  7,000  San  Francisco  youth  surveyed 
said  they  did  not  know  how  to  get  involved 
but  that  they  wanted  to.  And  when  asked, 
“If  given  the  opportunity  would  you  get 
more  involved  in  your  community?”  67 
percent  of  the  youth  said,  “Yes.” 

Positive  involvement  is  what  the  SF 
Youth  Commission  does  for  young  people. 
This  year’s  commission  is  looking  to  bring 
that  spirit  of  involvement  and  activity  to 
our  city’s  youth. 

The  Youth  Commission  is  a  diverse  - 
group  of  17  young  people  between  the 
ages  of  12  and  23.  Appointed  by  the  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  mayor,  they 
are  the  official  youth  voice  at  City  Hall. 
They  pride  themselves  on  “shakin’  up  City 
Hall”  with  their  advocacy  and  policy  roles. 

Recently,  a  new  set  of  youth  commis¬ 
sioners  was  appointed.  I  am  fortunate  to 
work  closely  with  two  commissioners:  Iqra 
Anjum  and  Juliet  Huntington. 

Anjum,  who  volunteered  at  my  office, 
was  recently  elected  to  be  the  chair  of  the 
Youth  Commission  and  represents  District 
1 1  as  a  commissioner. 

As  a  volunteer,  she  observed  Board  of 
Supervisors  meetings,  read  ordinances, 
spoke  with  people  who  visited  the  office 
and  read  the  newspaper  scanning  for  politi¬ 
cal  issues.  She  says  this  experience  has  in¬ 
creased  her  understanding  that  there  are 
two  sides  to  everything  and  that  being  an 
elected  official  means  more  than  represent¬ 
ing  your  own  interests. 

Anjum  immigrated  to  the  United  States 
from  Pakistan  when  she  was  12  years  old. 
At  that  time,  her  family  was  reunited  since 
her  father  had  emigrated  eight  years  earli¬ 
er.  She  often  took  care  of  her  little  brother 


because  her 
parents  worked 
evenings. 

Anjum’s 
sense  of  family 
responsibility 
is  also  reflected 
in  her  work. 
She  was  in¬ 
volved  with 
“Just  Think,”  a 
media  literacy  group  where  she  learned  the 
effects  of  media  on  youth,  and  helped 
write  content  for  a  show  focusing  on 
health  issues  for  youth. 

Anjum  graduated  from  the  School  of 
the  Arts,  where  she  did  costume  design 
and  is  now  attending  UC-Berkeley  where 
she  majors  in  political  science.  She  is  es¬ 
pecially  interested  in  immigrants’  rights 
and  women’s  rights  issues. 

Growing  up,  Huntington  watched  her 
mother  start  a  non-profit,  AcroSports,  from 
scratch.  Working  alongside  her  mother, 
Juliet  helped  get  kids  active  in  sports  and 
creative  endeavors.  She  was  also  an  advi¬ 
sor  for  the  “Linking  Education,  Activity 
and  Food”  program,  which  focused  on 
health  issues  like  diabetes  and  obesity. 

Huntington  is  a  Lowell  High  School 
graduate  and  a  student  at  the  College  of 
Marin.  Balancing  a  full-time  class  load, 
work  and  a  personal  life  has  been  chal¬ 
lenging.  She  credits  her  Youth 
Commission  experience  with  helping  her 
become  more  organized. 

Huntington  will  pursue  nursing  and 
mid-wifery  and  hopes  to  start  health  clin¬ 
ics  to  assist  pregnant  women. 

Youth  Commission  Plans 

The  Youth  Commission  plans  to  “shake 
things  up”  by  reaching  out  to  San 
Francisco’s  youth  and  playing  an  advocacy 
role.  Anjum  and  Huntington  would  like  to 
see  more  youth  get  involved  in  politics  and 
with  the  policies  that  affect  them. 

Huntington  says  that  budget  cuts  in 
school  arts  programs  have  diminished  the 
amount  of  creative  outlets  for  youth  so  she 
makes  after- school  programs  a  priority.

Driving  Under  the  Influence 
of  Alcohol,  Warrant  Arrest:

Police  officers  were  sitting  at 
the  comer  of  Geary  Boulevard 
and  Third  Avenue  when  they  ob¬ 
served  a  car,  driving  at  night  with 
no  headlights  and  without  its 
front  license  plate,  screech  to  a 
halt  at  the  intersection.

“Love  is  blind  and  lovers  can¬ 
not  see  the  pretty  follies  that 
(they)  themselves  commit;  for  if 
they  could,  cupid  himself  would 
blush.” 

This  Shakespeare  quote  opens 
French-bom  filmmaker  Deborah 
Cukierman’s  short  film, 
“Chronicle  of  a  Love,”  which 
will  premier  in  November  at  the 
Roxie  Cinema  as  part  of  the  21st 
annual  Film  Arts  Festival.  The 
film  explores  differences  be¬ 
tween  love  -  the  particular  in¬ 
stances  thereof  -  and  Love  -  as  a 
concept. 

Mostly  shot  in  the  Richmond 
District,  “Chronicle  of  a  Love” 
provides  a  window  into  the  lives 
of  a  couple,  played  by  Seth 
Wright  and  Sarah  Weinstein,  that 
exchanges  intimate  stares,  em¬ 
braces  anti  frustrations  -  all  in  si¬ 
lence. 

Cukierman,  who  has  long, 
black,  wavy  hair  and  big,  green 
eyes,  and  Ilja  Perschbacher,  her 
boyfriend  of  three  years,  wrote  a 
short  play  earlier  this  year  upon 
which  the  short  film  is  based. 
When  Cukierman  first  saw  a  tape 
of  the  play,  she  noticed  there  was 
no  sound,  likely  due  to  a  record¬ 
ing  error. 

“The  body  language  was  so 
much  more  expressive,”  she  said. 
“Every  single  movement  was 
emphasized  by  the  missing 
words.” 

Cukierman,  who  wrote,  di¬ 
rected  and  produced  the  film, 
provides  the  voice-over  in  her 
proper  British  accent,  asking 
questions  like,  “I  love  you  this 
moment,  but  how  am  I  to  know  I 
will  love  you  in  an  hour,  a  year,  a 
century?” 

Contrast  is  a  prevalent  theme 
in  “Chronicle”:  As  the  film 
moves  between  black  and  white 
scenes  and  color,  Schubert’s  dra¬ 
matic  opera  “Ave  Maria”  plays  in 
the  background  as  Cukierman, 
sometimes  on  the  verge  of  play¬ 
fulness  -  “I  love  you.  Does  that 
mean  you  will  hurt  me? 
Probably.  But  not  for  a  while, 
crocodile.”  -  wonders  whether 
specific  instances  of  love,  happi¬ 
ness  and  destiny  ought  to  start

with  capital  letters.  In  other 
words,  do  such  concepts  exist  or 
are  there  only  individual  in¬ 
stances? 

“Is  love  a  feeling,”  she  asks, 
“an  emotion,  a  conscious  deci¬ 
sion  to  spend  the  rest  of  my  life 
with  you?  My  destiny?  -  capital 

d.” 

•  “I  don’t  have  an  answer,”  she 
said  in  an  interview. 

Bom  in  Paris  in  the  early  ’80s, 
she  developed  an  interest  in  act¬ 
ing  at  the  age  of  15,  which  her 
Tunisian  parents  allowed  her  to 
.pursue  as  long  as  she  studied 
math  and  science.  She  also  stud¬ 
ied  proper  British  English,  which 
explains  her  accent. 

“I’ve  got  a  very  pragmatic 
family,”  she  said,  adding  that 
they  viewed  acting  as  “prostitut¬ 
ing  yourself.” 

At  the  age  of  18,  she  left  Paris 
for  London,  where  she  worked  a 
part-time  job  in  a  retail  store. 

“I  wanted  to  see  the  working 
world  and  see  how  I’d  behave  in 
it,”  she  said. 

She  eventually  enrolled  at 
Kingston  University  in  London 
where  she  took  classes  in 
Shakespearean  acting  and  studied 
film,  primarily  theory. 

“We  would  watch  films  and 
dissect  them,”  she  recalls.  “We 
analyzed  how  the  film  reflects 
who’s  making  it.” 

Cukierman  describes  her  own 
films  as  “organized  chaos”  be¬ 
cause  she  never  makes  specific 
plans  prior  to  shooting.  She  calls 
her  technique  “whimsical  film¬ 


ing,”  which  she  says  is  similar  to 
the  stream  of  consciousness  tech¬ 
nique  used  by  some  writers,  such 
as  James  Joyce  and  Virginia 
Woolf. 

“For  ‘Chronicle’  I  didn’t  plan 
anything,”  she  said. 

Having  been  to  San  Francisco 
only  as  a  tourist,  she  arrived  in 
January  of  this  year  to  study  film 
at  San  Francisco  State  University 
and  to  live  with  her  boyfriend  in 
his  Clement  Street  apartment. 

Although  passionate  about 
writing  -  she  continues  to  write 
screenplays  and  short  stories  - 
she  sees  herself  as  a  filmmaker, 
and  her  career  choice  is  at  least 
in-part  a  result  of  her  bilingual¬ 
ism. 

“I  think  in  terms  of  images 
more  than  words,”  she  said,  “be¬ 
cause  English  isn’t  my  first  lan¬ 
guage.” 

Her  next  film,  which  she  re¬ 
cently  completed,  is  about  how 
“we  don’t  express  emotions  in 
public,”  particularly  in  enclosed 
spaces  like  busses  and  trains. 

"Chronicle  of  a  Love,  ”  along 
with  other  short  films  about 
love,  will  premier  Friday,  Nov. 
4,  at  6  p.m.,  as  part  of  the  21st 
Film  Arts  Festival  of 
Independent  Cinema  at  the 
Roxie  Cinema  at  3117  16th  St., 
near  Mission  Street.  The  Film 
Arts  Festival  will  run  at  Roxie 
Cinema  from  Nov.  3  to  6.

Bus  and  light  rail  plan  for  Geary

Authority,  which  is  comprised  of 
the  1 1  members  of  the  SF  Board 
of  Supervisors,  would  be  advo¬ 
cating  for  a  project  without  ob¬ 
jectively  looking  at  the  conse¬ 
quences  to  local  merchants,  com¬ 
muters  and  the  people  who  live 
in  the  neighborhood. 

“It’s  getting  out  of  control,” 
Ma  said  of  the  committee’s  ac¬ 
tions  to  push  implementation  of 
the  plan  as  soon  as  possible  with¬ 
out  considering  all  of  the  stake¬ 
holders’  positions.  “Businesses 
could  be  put  out  of  business.” 

The  BRT  plan  is  being  pushed 
by  District  1  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick,  who  feels  the  plan 
is  the  best  given  limited  public 


funds.  Earlier  this  year, 
McGoldrick  told  the  GCAC  that 
he  has  worked  for  three  years  to 
get  the  plan  going. 

The  BRT  is  supposed  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  faster  and  more  reliable 
ride  for  Muni  passengers  travel¬ 
ing  through  the  east-west  corri¬ 
dor.  Any  plan  would  be  adapt¬ 
able  for  a  light  rail  train  system 
when  funds  become  available. 

The  BRT  plan  and  potential 
light  rail  plan  would  be  paid  for 
by  Proposition  K  funds,  a  1/2 
cent  sales  tax  increase  passed  by 
city  voters  in  November  2003. 
The  proposition  will  provide 
about  $2.5  billion  for  transit 
projects  over  the  next  30  years 
with  about  65  percent  of  that 
money  earmarked  for  rail  pro¬ 


jects. 

The  TA  and  Muni  is  hoping  to 
break  ground  on  a  Geary  transit 
plan  in  five  years,  an  ambitious 
objective  given  the  project’s  po¬ 
tential  $1.5  billion  price  tag. 

The  merchants  want  a  full 
economic  impact  study  to  be  un¬ 
dertaken  before  any  bus  or  light 
rail  systems  are  developed  for 
Geary.  Then  the  City  would 
know  how  many  businesses 
could  fail  and  what  the  cost  in 
lost  tax  revenues  to  the  City 
would  be. 

The  TA  and  Muni  will  hold  a 
public  workshop  to  present  the 
latest  plans  and  to  get  public 
feedback  on  Saturday,  Nov.  5,  at 
10  a.m.,-  at  Geary  and  22nd 
Avenue.

garage,  which  began  March 
2004,  is  ongoing.  It  will  be  fully 
operational,  with  800  spaces,  by 
Dec.  1,  said  Ellzey,  and  if 
Proposition  G  passes,  it  may 
even  open  by  mid-November. 

On  Nov.  8,  San  Franciscans 
will  decide  Proposition  G’s  fate, 
which  would  allow  the  parking 
garage  to  have  its  exit-entrance 
inside  Golden  Gate  Park,  via 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Drive,  in 
addition  to  the  current  exit-en¬ 
trance  on  Fulton  Street. 
Dedicated  access  lanes  to  the 
south  exit-entrance  would  not  be 
required  from  outside  of  the 
park. 

The  proposition,  if  passed, 
would  also  limit  the  number  of 
lanes  of  vehicular  traffic  to  a  sin¬ 


gle  lane  in  each  direction  -  with 
an  additional  lane  in  each  direc¬ 
tion  designated  for  parking  - 
both  on  MLK  Drive  and  Ninth 
Avenue  between  Lincoln  Way 
and  Concourse  Drive. 

According  to  Ellzey,  if  Prop. 
G  is  rejected,  dedicated  access 
lanes  will  have  to  be  painted, 
signs  posted  and  neighbors  alert¬ 
ed  of  the  changes. 

Ellzey,  along  with  city  super¬ 
visors  and  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom,  supports  the  proposi¬ 
tion  and  cites  traffic  studies 
which  refute  the  possibility  of  i. 
major  traffic  increase  near  the 
south  entrance.  Proponents  also 
state  the  importance  of  not  in¬ 
creasing  the  number  of  cars  in 
the  park. 

Some  opponents  remain  un¬ 
convinced  and,  according  to  the 


voter  information  pamphlet,  in¬ 
sist  that  the  Concourse  Authority 
is  trying  to  “override  the  will  of 
the  voters,  which  is  clearly 
spelled  out  in  the  former 
Proposition  J.” 

In  1998,  voters  approved 
Proposition  J,  which  led  to  the 
creation  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Concourse  Authority  to  oversee 
construction  of  the  privately- 
funded  garage. 

After  a  heated  court  battle,  a 
Superior  Court  judge  ruled  that  a 
southern  entrance  to  the  garage, 
which  is  inside  the  park,  is  al¬ 
lowed  only  if  there  are  dedicated 
lanes  leading  traffic  to  and  from 
the  structure. 

The  ballot  measure  would 
override  the  decision.

ployees  to  other  locations  around 
town.  We  don’t  have  a  severance 
package  in  the  contract,  but  all 
this  will  be  discussed  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  in  November.” 

This  particular  store  has  about 
40  employees,  and  most  of  them 
are  hoping  for  a  transfer  to  the 
other  six  Cala  Food  stores  or  the 
three  other  Bell  Markets  in  the 
City.  Both  chains  are  owned  and 
operated  by  The  Kroger 
Company  and  offer  similar  goods 
and  services. 

Terry  O’Neil,  media  represen¬ 
tative  at  The  Kroger  Company, 
offered  no  comment  about  the 
pending  closures. 

Long-time  shoppers  were  sur¬ 
prised  that  their  grocery  store 
will  soon  be  disappearing. 

One  15-year  patron,  Richard 
Kaczynski,  said  a  move  by 
Toyota  to  lease  the  space  was  not 
as  bad  as  a  Wal-Mart  moving  in. 

“The  supermarket  industry  is 
in  siege  right  now,”  he  said.  “I 
am  glad  it’s  not  going  to  be  a 
Wal-Mart  that  moves  in.  I  guess 
I’ll  start  going  to  nearby 
Albertson’s.” 

While  confusion  clouds  the 
impending  closure,  leaving  Cala 
Foods  employees  guessing  what 
their  fate  holds,  management  at 
SF  Toyota  is  excited  about  their 
expansion  into  the  33,000- 
square-foot  facility.  Some  Cala 
Foods  employees  say  that  SF 
Toyota  posted  a  note  on  their 
glass  doors  expressing  excite¬ 
ment  about  the  move. 

“It  will  be  all  about  service, 
not  sales.  We  will  most  likely 
transfer  employees  from  our  oth¬ 
er  City  locations  to  work  there. 
We  are  thrilled,”  said  John 
Horton,  owner  of  San  Francisco 
Toyota. 


The  owner  of  the  Cala  proper¬ 
ty,  Bob  Menzies,  leases  SF 
Toyota  three  other  properties 
along  Geary  Boulevard.  He  ap¬ 
proached  Horton  when  Cala 
Foods  did  not  opt  to  renew  its 
lease. 

“I  knew  SF  Toyota  wanted 
more  space,  and  because  Cala 
Foods  didn’t  renew,  I  approached 
Toyota  with  the  offer  to  lease,” 
he  said. 

Menzies  said  although  Cala 
Foods’  lease  is  up  in  February 
2006,  their  agreement  states  that 
the  grocer  can  move  out  prior  to 
that  date. 

At  a  public  meeting  about  the 
move  Oct.  13,  some  residents 
voiced  their  concern  about  traffic 
congestion  in  the  area.  But  Doug 
Donnellan,  general  manager  of 
SF  Toyota,  mentioned  that  the 
situation  would  be  less  congested 
with  a  move-in  by  Toyota. 

“Cala  operates  24  hours,  we 
don’t;  they  serve  about  500  to 
600  customers  a  day  while  we 
serve  about  100;  they  have  20  to 
30  large  truck  deliveries  a  day 
while  we  have  one.” 

Currently,  SF  Toyota  is  apply¬ 
ing  for  a  Conditional  Use  Permit 
from  the  SF  Planning 


Department,  a  process  that  may 
take  up  to  nine  months. 
Thereafter,  the  facility  will  be  re¬ 
designed  by  an  in-house  architect 
working  with  Ginsler  Architects, 
a  well-known  design  firm. 

The  new  Toyota  facility 
doesn’t  call  for  altering  the  cur¬ 
rent  size  or  height  of  the  existing 
building.  It  is  also  considering 
utilizing  solar  energy  at  the  facil¬ 
ity. 

The  opening  date  for  the  new 
Toyota  service  center  may  take 
upwards  of  a  year. 

Jane  Winslow,  a  consultant, 
distributed  a  fact  sheet  which 
states  that  the  new  service  center 
will  only  have  deliveries  of  parts, 
not  actual  vehicles. 

The  fact  sheet  also  mentions 
that  the  Fourth  Avenue  parking 
Jot  will  be  reduced  to  24  spaces 
from  its  current  30  spots  and  two 
new  entrance/exit  points  will  be 
added  on  the  Fifth  Avenue  side 
for  service  department  staff.

Real  estate  as  inflation  hedge 


Remember  a  few  years  ago 
when  economists  were  worried 
about  deflation,  the  fear  that  the 
prices  of  goods  would  actually 
go  down? 

Well,  no  more.  Now  they  are 
concerned  about  inflation  and 
how  it  would  affect  our  econo¬ 
my. 

But,  before  that,  kudos  to  our 
outgoing  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
Chairman  Alan  Greenspan  -  who 
has  guided  our  economy  with  his 
monetary  policy  since  1987  -  for 
a  job  well  done. 

Everyone  knows  that  our  gas 
prices  have  shot  through  the  roof. 
And  despite  some  decreases  in 
these  past  weeks,  they  are  still  20 
to  25  percent  higher  than  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Our  PG&E 
bills  are  higher,  insurance  rates 


have  increased  and  housing 
prices,  including  rentals,  are  go¬ 
ing  up  as  well. 

The  inflation  rate  is  most  of¬ 
ten  associated  with  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  (CPI).  The  Bureau  of 
Labor  and  Statistics  puts  together 
average  prices  for  various  items, 
such  as  food,  energy,  housing, 
apparel,  transportation,  education 
and  medical  care,  and  calculates 
how  much  it  changes  over  time. 

In  the  past  few  years,  we  have 
been  increasing  at  2  to  3  percent 
a  year.  This  year,  it  will  probably 
be  4  to  5  percent. 

With  the  increase  in  oil  prices, 
which  propagates  throughout 
most  of  our  expenditures,  and 
natural  disasters,  such  as 
Hurricane  Katrina,  that  will  indi¬ 
rectly  affect  our  insurance  rates.

inflation  will  most  likely  go  up  in 
the  near  future. 

But  what  does  this  mean  for 
real  estate? 

For  one,  interest  rates  will  go 
up.  Short-term  interest  rates  have 
gone  up  due  to  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  increasing  the 
rates  the  last  16  months.  Long¬ 
term  interest  rates  have  started  to 
go  up  somewhat  lately  and  will 
probably  go  up  some  more  next 
year. 

For  those  who  already  own 
real  estate  and  are  locked  into  a 
fixed  rate  mortgage,  this  might 
not  be  a  bad  scenario.  In  San 
Francisco,  most  new  owners  are 
spending  about  40  percent  of 
their  income  on  housing,  and  if 
their  income  goes  up  because  of 
inflation  (I  can  still  remember 
getting  1 0  percent  cost  of  living 
adjustments  back  in  the  ’80s)  and 
their  housing  expenses  stay  rela¬ 
tively  constant,  they  will  be  pay¬ 
ing  off  the  loan  with  post-infla¬ 
tion  dollars,  which  are  worth  less 
than  pre-inflation  dollars. 

For  example,  it  is  much  easier 
to  make  a  $2,500  mortgage  pay¬ 
ment  today  than  it  was  15  years 
ago  because  $2,500  is  worth  less 
today.  Also  with  inflation,  in¬ 
come  rises  and  prices  rise,  in¬ 
cluding  real  estate. 

Academic  research  has  shown 
that  real  estate  is  a  hedge  against 
expected  and  unexpected  infla¬ 
tion,  meaning  that  it’s  the  perfect 
hedge  if  one  believes  that  infla¬ 
tion  is  on  the  horizon. 

The  next  few  years  should 
prove  to  be  very  interesting  eco¬ 
nomically  and  the  new  Federal 
Reserve  chairperson  will  be  in¬ 
heriting  an  economy  growing  at  a 
healthy  pace,  despite  blows  from 
Gulf  Coast  hurricanes. 

But  he  will  also  quickly  face  a 
number  of  difficult  issues,  in¬ 
cluding  growing  inflation  and 
high  energy  prices,  the  forecast 
slowdown  of  a  red-hot  housing 
market  and  historically  large 
trade  and  budget  deficits. 

If  confirmed.  Bush  nominee 
Ben  Bemanke  likely  will  also 
have  to  decide,  with  other  fed  of¬ 
ficials,  how  and  when  to  wind 
down  the  central  bank’s  16- 
month  campaign  of  raising  inter¬ 
est  rates.
